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cold wave is especially interesting. It was 
caused in the first place by-tremendous at- 
mospheric pressure in the extreme North- 
west, the barometer there registering 31% 
inches. This is phenomenal. Prof. Garriott 
says it is the highest reading in his memory. 


On account of the intense cold, Sunday, 
Lake Michigan presented a heautiful sight. 
Clouds of vapor, caused by the difference 
of temperature between the atmosphere 
and the surface of the water, were driven 
from shore by the high westerly wind and 
swept eastward in great sheets. As far 
as the sight could reach, the phenomenon 
was observed. At times this vapor would 
roll upward in coiling masses not unlike 
that seen in geyser regions, and the remark 
was frequently heard: “The lake ts boiling 
to-day. Windows of residences fronting on 
the lake were filled most of the day with 
people who never seemed to tire of watch- 
ing the beautiful and ever-changing scene, 

The cold wave struck Chicago to-day 
harder than either yesterday or the day 
before, going materially under'the lowest 
point of Sunday, when the records of 
twenty-five years were broken. 

At 7 a. m. to-day the Signal Service re- 
ported a temperature of 3 deg. below zero, 
with no relief in sight. At 8 o’clock the 
temperature was exactly the same. The 
heavy fog from the lake which enveloped 
the down-town district made the cold doub- 
ly dangerous. Frozen fingers, noses and 
ears were of common occurrence, and num- 
erous cases of a more serious character 
were reported. 


| 


Only one death had been reported to the 
|police up to noon, that of Freda Busch, 5 
years old, who succumbed, as the result of 
exposure. The ambulances, however, were 
kept busy conveying people to the hosp tals 
with their feet and hands frozen. George 
Grant was found in a freight car, mear 
North street, almost dead, and with hjs feet 
badly frozen. They will have to be ampu- 
tated. 

The work of clearing the down-town 
streets of snow has been abandoned, on ac- 
count of the intensity of the cold. Many of 
the men had no gloves or overcoats and 
_nearly 400 of them were more or less severe- 
ily frost bitten. 


'the Street Cleaning Department, had his 
body and limbs so badly frozen that he will 
probably die. Many of the men were re- 
moved to their homes or the hospitals in 
the ambulances. 

On some lines passengers on the street 
cars suffered badly. Miss Emma Smith,

Mayor Swift has issied an appeal for aid, 
calling wpon the big packers, coal dealers 
and merchants for contributions and sup- 
plies to relieve the suffering. In many in- 
stances the proclamation was forestalled 
and heavy contributions kept coming in all 
day. On the floor of the Board of Trade 
‘a subscription paper was started and sev- 
eral thousand dollars subscribed in a few 
minutes. The big department stores and 
‘dry goods merchants sent in checks for $500 
and $1,000.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 25.—Advices 
received by the Weather Bureau indicate 


that the full force of the cold wave will not 
be felt in the Middle and South Atlantic 
States until to-night and to-morrow morn- 
ing, when the lowest temperature of the 
season undoubtedly will be reached, 

The reports rece.ved show that the entire 
country, from the Rocky Mounta ns to the 
Atlantic coast, has felt or will feel severely 
the effects of the cold snap, which is tech- 
nically exvlained to be due to an exceed.ng- 
ly high barometer from the cold breeding 
regions of the Canadian Northwest prov- 
inces, pushing south and eastward, and dis- 
placing a low Barometer in those sect ons, 

Local snows are generally reported from 
Texas and from M.ssissippi Valley regions. 

In this city the thermometer last night 
went to 9 degrees above zero, and is ex- 
pected to fall eonsiderably before to-morrow 
morning. The sun is out and the air is 
clear and crisp. 

It is too early to predict how much dam- 
age will be done to Florida and the South 
Atlantic States by the cold snap, as the 
wave will not str.ke that section severely 
until to-night. 

The Weather Bureau expects that low 
temperatures will be general throughout the 
section east of the Rockies during most of, 
if not all, this week.

IN A DILEMMA. 


GOVERNOR 


Bound to Get “Cussed” for Appoint- 
ments He Makes and Those 
He Doesn’t Make.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL, Jan. 2%.—Gov. John 
Riley Tanner is still busy sorting out his 
enormous mall regarding applications for 
office. The friends of the Governor say 
that to the present time there has been 
dumped upon the executive official's table 
1,800 pounds of letters, al] asking for places. 
The supply continues dally, with no abate- 
ment in sight. The Governor admits that 
he has fifteen places to fill, and says that 
he has for these fifteen places 3,500 appli- 
cants. The truth is that he has over 1,500 
places to fill, and has something nearer 8,000 
applicants than 3,500. 

He will appo'nt the Superintendents of 
State Institutions—and there are thirteen of 
these alone—first. There are to be appointed 
three Penitentiary Commissioners for Joliet 
prison and three for Chester. For these 
positions he has 268 applicants. For Chap- 
lain of the Chester prison he has 84 appli- 
cations, and for the Chaplainship of, the 
Joliet prison he has 98 applications. 

Three Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners are to be named and the Governor 
is cons‘dering the applications of 450 prom- 
inent men for the three positions. For 
Superintendents of the various other depart- 
ments he has hundreds of applications. 
These are what makes the job of Governor 
a hard and very unpleasant one. John Riley 
Tanner realizes that many of thése ap- 
plications come from men who have spent 
time, money and brains to elect him Gover- 
nor, and he is in dire distress on account 
thereof. 

He says he will now appoint all heads of 
departments and the minor places will be 
turned over to the Superintendents direct, 
making those individuals responsible for 
the appointments made. 

This has been arrived at after deep think- 
ing and close consultation with his friends 
and advisers. It is the only way out of the 
trouble and the best way. )

U. S. SUPREME COURT. 


Important Decision in Marine

IT IS NOT SO MUCH IN EVIDENCE 
AT JEFFERSON CITY. 


COL. PHELPS IS CONSERVATIVE. 


The Railroads May Not Oppose the 
Enactment of the Avery Fellow 
Servant Bill Into Law. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 25.—The 
action of the lobby this year is in such 
contrast with the method of two years ago. 
and at the extra session, that it is diffi- 
cult for the members to understand exactly 
what it proposes to do. Heretofore the 
representatives of the railroad companies 
have been in constant attendance at the 
sessions of the Senate and House, and all 
measures pending were kept in mind. They 
perfectly understood the status of nearly 
every bill—what bills had been introduced, 
what bills were before committees or ready 
for engrossment, or third reading, and, in 
fact, everything before the Legislature was 
better understood by these men than by 
the members themselves; and they knew 
better than anyone else what bills would 
be passed or defeated. 

At this time there are but few men here 
representing the railroad companies, and 
they are seldom seen about the Capitol dur- 
ing the session. .Col. Phelps stated before 
the Committee on Internal Improvement, 
at the time it was considering the fellow- 
servant bills, that he had not spoken to a 


member upon the subject, except to ask 
the Chairman that he be given an oppor- 
tunity to be present and be heard at the 
time they were to be considered. Inquiry 
fails to discover anyone with whom he has 
had any conversation bearing upon the 
subject one way or the other, at this sea- 
son, and hence it is believed that the bill 
will not meet any great opposition. 

Col. Phelps can see the approaching 
storm as soon as anyone. He stated to a 
Senator, a friend of his, on the day of the 
adjournment of the extra session, when he 
had won the great personal victory of de- 
feating all measures in which the railway 
companies were interested and which the 
Legislature had been convened in extra ses- 
sion to pass, that it was the last fight he 
would ever make against a fellow-servant 
bill; that the sentiment behind it was so 
strong that it was only.a question of time 
when it would come,that he had stood i 
the way of it as long as he would, am 
that if the railroad companies. desired to 
further fight against if, somebody else 
would have to be selected to do the work; 
that it might serve a purpose at one more 
session of giving some of the members 
who came to Jefferson City loaded for a 
fight an opportunity to exhaust themselves 
on a fellow-servant bill during the first two 
or three weeks of the session. In other 
words, that it might do for them to ‘“‘ghaw 
on” for a while, but that it would be 
passed. 

If it is true that there will be no opposi- 
tion in the Senate to the passage of a gen- 
uine fellow-servant bill, it will do much 
towards allaying the hostility which now 
exists against the railroad companies. The 
conservetive leaders in both branches of 
the Legislature take but little interest in 
the other bills, but this bill is demanded by 
the party and the people, and it is wisdom 
on the part of the railway companies to of- 
fer no further opposition. 

There is no special ‘hostility among the 
members to Col. Phelps. His loyalty to 
the party during the recent campaign gives 
him strength that he would not otherwise 
possess. It is known that while nearly all 
of the officers and attorneys of the rail- 
Ways were against the Democratic ticket 
in the last campaign, he did all in his pow- 
er to bring about the conditions which re- 
sulted in a sweeping victory in this State. 
It known, too, to the members of the 
Legislature that, while the officers 
of the railway companies, as a rule, favor 
the Republican ticket, nearly all of the 
employes voted for Bryan and the Demo- 
cratic State ticket, and they do not wish to 
pass measures which will work disaster to 
the employes, and it is hoped and believed 
that the railway companies can and will 
see that their interest lies not in opposing 
reasonable legislation, but rather in assist- 
ing to pass it, and in this way secure the 
support of the conservative members in op- 
posing radical and unjust laws.

GOV. MORTON THREATENED. 


How a Convict Forger at Sing Sing 
Tried to Blackmail Him.

NPW YORK, Jan. 25.—Just before the St. 
Louis Convention, when Gov. Morton was a 
Presidential possibility, an attempt to black- 
mail him and Mrs. Morton was made. It 
has been kept up ever since with petty an- 
noyances. 

In Sing Sing was James E. Bedell, a forger, 
and also Amadee Bigott, a murderer. Bigott 
made the Governor a present of a cigar case, 
which he had carved. Later, when his 
health broke down, and under the usual 
recommendations, he was pardoned. Bedell 
knew of the present and knew of the law 
which prohibits the Governor from accept- 
ing a present of any kind. Severe penalties 
are provided. After Bigott’s pardon, Bedell 
demanded his own release under penalty 
of exposure. He would write letters re- 
peating his demands and others of his fam- 
tly would do likewise. 

The Governor was made as miserable as 
his nature could permit, but his advisers 
laughed at him. Mrs. Morton received a 
warning, which said: ‘“‘We warn. you, 
your family and yourself disgraced, you 
must secure, through your husband, the 
freedom of an abused man, now dying in 
Sing Sing prison, a man who holds your hus- 
band’s reputation, and perhaps his Lberty, 
in his hands.,”’ 

The letters continued until the last day 
the Governor was in office. The District At- 
torney at Albany was also written to, and 
the charge laid before him, with the re- 
quest that he have the Governor ind‘cted. 
“] give Gov. Black fair warning,” Gov, 
Morton said, as he went out, “to accept no 
gift from a convict if there happens to be 
an ex-lawyer in the prison post-office. 

Bedell has asked Gov. Biack for his par- 
don, and expressed great regret for annoying 
Gov. Morton.

He is always 
worth his salary to the interest which 
employs him-~A few years ago he was 
collecting figures to justify a tariff on 
McKinley lines and at that time the fig- 
ureg proved conclusively to his mind that 
the tariff was the only thing worth con- 
sidering. 

Now he is in the employ of the railroads 
and he has collected a mags of statistics 
which dwarf every other industry into 
insignificance. The tariff is no longer 
“im it.” Mr, Porter has the figures to 
prove that the railroads have been losing 
revenue at the rate of $100,000,000 in ten 
years, and such a condition, he Insists, is 
, of such tremendous importance to all our 
material interesta that it is entitled t, 
consideration and remedy before every- 
thing else. There must be legislation, he 
concludes, to set this right, or we are lost. 

The Post-Dispatch insisted during the 
late campaign that the repeal of the 
anti-poolimg clause in the Interstate 
Commerce law is a part of the McKinley 
programme. There has never been the 
lenest reason to doubt the truth of that 
etatement. Porter's figures are a prepa- 
ration of the public mind for the neces- 
sary legislation.

If we are to enter upon the millennium 
at onoe there can be no objection to the 
proposed arbitration treaty with France. 

If arbitration is a good thing we cer- 
tainly cannot have too much of it.

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obatety insisting that we shall spend 
millions of dollars in navies and fortifi- 
cations while making arbitration treaties 
to assure peace. If arbitration treaties 
will not reduce appropriatidns and taxes, 
what are they good for? And if they can 
reduce appropriations and taxes why 
should we stop short of the full measure 
of possible reduction? Let us have all 
the arbitration and all the reduction we 
can possibly get, 

We should like to hear from Mr. Olney 
and Mr. Bayard and Mr. Cleveland as to 
arbitration with France. We expect to 
hear ere long that the French proposal is 
a Russian trick tO prevent an alliance be- 
tween the United States and England. 
Well, if such a treaty is necessary to pre- 
vent an’ entangling ‘alliance with any 
foreign power, we ought to welcome it. 
We are sure, if arbitration treaties make 
for peace, we cannot have too many of 
them.

A GOOD PIECE OF WORE; 

The State Committee accomplished a 
delicate and important work in bringing 
about a reorganization of the Democratic 
City Central Committee in St. Louis with 
comparatively little friction and on a plan 
in which all factions seem ready to ac- 
quiesce. 

Since the enactment of the new election 

law basing registration upon the precinct, 
the adoption of the precinct plan was ren- 
dered inevitable whenever the reorganiza- 
tion of the party in the city should come, 
The old ward plan was antiquated, cum- 
bersome, a citadel for bossism, and was 
largely responsible for the inefficiency of 
the party’s organization in the city. With 
the precinct plan in operation, party man- 
agement will be brought close home to the 
individual voter, amd under modern con- 
ditions of party warfare this is the one 
indispensable condition of effective organ- 
ization. 
The only defect in the new plan of or- 
ganization is that it recognizes the old 
ward divisions. The bad,effect of this 
will not be felt for several years. The 
new committeemen-at-large and the new 
ward committeemen appointed by the 
State Committee will for a long time make 
the central body quite different from what 
4t has been for ten or fifteen years past. 
But in the long run the electiom of the 
committeemen by wards will perpetuate 
the power of the old ward bosses and pre- 
pare the way for new ones, To make the 
new plan perfect, the old ward divisions 
should have been utterly ignored in the 
reorganization. 

But it is probable that this was the one 
concession made by the State Committee 
in order to secure harmony and avoid a 
factional contest which would have par- 
alyzed party activity for at least two 
years, 
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FREEZING MOTORMEN. 


This ts the kind of weather to make one 
feel that the frequent appeals for some 
kind of protection to motormen on the 
street cars ought to be followed by a 
law compelling the companies to furnish 
such protection if they continue to ignore 
what is manifestly a duty demanded by 
the sentiment of humanity.

A few street car companies have pro- 
vided vestibules or weather shields for 
their motormen and gripmen. The peo- 
ple will not be Satisfied until all street 
cars have this equipment. And if the 
companies will not put them on their 
cars, a law must be passed compelling 
them to do so.

He asp'res to wed 
Cleopatra, who knows naught of love, but 
there are other ambitious gentlemen at 
court, One of them is a baritone singer, 
who is teaching Cleopatra what love is, and 
another is Kibosh’s assistant, Abydos. 
Through the machinations of his enemies, 
Kibosh is immured in a pyramid to die of 
hunger, but by some unexplained mis- 
chance Ptolemy ‘6 incarcerated with 
him, Abydos and a band of rollick- 
ing blades impersonated by young wo- 
men, learn the secret of the pyra- 
mid and, after frightening Kibosh and 
Ptolemy by posing as mummies, they help 
Kibosh force the King to terms. The story 
is not skillfully worked out and the lines 
are for the most part inane, but Mr. Daniels 
is nearly always in evidence and he is very 
funny. Every time he played the egg trick 
on Ptolemy the audience enjoyed it, and 
he did it whenever there was nothing else 
to do. 

The first two acts of the opera are amus- 
ing and the last ig uproariously funny. 
The music is characteristic of Victor Her- 
bert.

Mr. and Mrs. Russ Whytal, new stars to 
St. Louis, appeared last night at the Four- 
teenth Street Theater in a war drama enti- 
tled “For Fair Virginia.” The play was 
written” by Mr. Whytal, presumably to fit 
the respective talents of himself and wife. 
There is nothing particularly new in its con- 
struction such as to give it high rank in dra- 
matic efforts, but as produced by the Whyt- 
als it was distinctly pleasing to the audiencé, 
Some of the situations are absurd, but the 
sentiment is healthy throughout. The scene 
is laid in Southerland, Va., during the Civil 
War. The story opens with a family divided 
within itself over the great question. A 
Northern man, Edward Esmond, has mar- 
ried a Southern woman.

He enlists in the Confederate 
Army, while the Northern girl remains un- 
der her brother's roof, still loyal to the 
stars and stripes, and yet devoted to her 
brother’s wife. John Laughlin, a Yankee, 
turned Southerner, is the villain. He loves 
Mrs. Esmond and uses his power as a Con- 
federate general to force her to elope with 
him. There are all sorts of complications 
arising as a result of so many persons being 
loyal to each other and at the same time 
loyal to their different sections. In the end 
Dunbar and Nell Esmond are condemned to 
die by Gen. Laughlin and are only saved by 
the fall of Richmond. So carefully has sec- 
tional prejudice been avoided in all this 
dangerous ground that the piece may be 
produced either North or South without 
arousing resentment, and what was good on 
both sides is given prominence.

DRY DOCK DEFECTS. - 


Serious Condition of Affairs at 
New York Navy Yard. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—There is a report 
that the new timber dry dock tn the Navy 
Yard, which is known as dock No. 3, has 
been found to be two feet shorter and four 
inches shallower than the _ specifications 
called for. Thes is the biggest of all] the 
docks in the yard. At the Navy Yard 
the officers would not affirm or deny the 
rumors. 

The original contract for the dry dock 
was for its completion in April, 1894, at a 
coat of $412,000. The work was concluded 
several weeks ago at a cost of more than 
$1,010,000. The story is that the defecta have 
— been .discovered by Cavil Engineer 
tobert E. Peary, United States Navy, the 
Arctic explorer. 

It is said that Chief Engineer Menocle had 
charge of the dock and that it was his busi- 

oss to tee that everything was dome ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications. It 
is also said that the discrepancy was due to 
the fact that the tape used by the con- 
tractors lost three inches in every one 
hundred feet, while Lieut, Peary used a 
measure which was absolutely correct. The 
loss of two feet in the length would not be 
very serious; but the loss of four inches 
in depth is a different matter, as, accord- 
ing to ‘the official measurement, this is 
paid to leave only two inches of safety. 
If this prove to be true, it means, it is 
gesverted, that the big cruisers can be docked 
only at high tide, and that then the greatest 
care will have to be taken. This, then, 
leaves no dock on the Atlantic where the 
battleships can go without great danger, as 
similar conditions exist at Port Royal.

AND THE WHALE. 


THE BRADLEY MARTIN BALL. 


More Sermons Drawing Contrasts Be- 
tween Luxurious Extravagance 
and Grinding Poverty. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—All New York went 
to church twice yesterday expecting sen- 
sational sermons on Mrs. Bradley Martin’s 
ball, but in most instances no reference 
was made to the subject. Dr. Lyman Abbott 
had a large congregation in Plymouth 
Church over in Brooklyn, and instead of 
touching upon the all-consuming ball ex- 
travagance, he furnished an hour’s mirth 
on Jonah and the whale to the delighted 
auditors. Indeed the audience became 80 


hilarious at the close that Mr. Abbott felt 
obliged to call attention to the fact that 
the Bible is aceepted by all Christians as 
God’s word and its utterances are not fit 
subject for ridicule. 

He said that the adventures of Jonah 
had been called the “Pickwick Papers’’ of 
the Bible. With great gusto he described 
Jonah’s adventures in the ill-fated vessel 
up to the moment when he was thrown 
overboard. 

“And a great fish came up,’’ Dr. Abbott 
went on, ‘‘which God had ready there,’’ and 
the paraphrase.of the scr ptural story was 
received with poorly suppressed laughter 
from the benches in front. This grew in 
volume and intensity as Dr. Abbott pict- 
ured Jonah composing and probably in- 
diting a sonnet in the whale’s belly. 

But the most mirth-provoking was the 
picture of the relations between Jonah and 
God after the prophet had found that 
Nineveh would not be destroyed at the 
time ‘he indicated. Then the pfcture of the 
peppery prophet, angry at the Lord because 
he allowed the gourd under which he rest- 
ed to fall away so the sun struck him, 
caused loud laughter to ring through the 
church. 

“The whole story is a parable or fiction 
tending to show the Kindliness, the pity 
and the mercy of God,” said he. ‘“‘No man 
is better for believing the story and no 
man is worse for not believing it. Christ 
used fiction in parables in his discourses. 
Some people may be disturbed because they 
cannot bring themselves to believe’ the 
whale story. They should not go on their 
knees and ask to be coerced into believing 
it. The foolishness is in believing unbe- 
lievable things.’’ 


At 8t. George’s Episcopal Church the 
crowd jammed the old edifice as never be- 
fore. The benches in the choir loft and 
the steps of the chancel were utilized as 
seats, and many persons stood near the 
doors. Its pastor is the Rev. Wm. 
Rainsford, who created the existing sensa- 
tion concerning the Bradley-Martin ball by 
urging his parishioners to remain away 
from it, declaring it a dangerous display of 
wealth. Dr. Rainsford made a warm and 
conservative appeal in behalf of true Chris- 
tian kindness and at several points through 
the sermon dwelt on the strong contrasts 
of poverty and wealth, and urged his hear- 
ers to avoid all outward display of riches 
that might breed discontent among the 
poor. 

“Civilizations that have come into selfish 
contact with the rights of man have gone 
to the wall; individuals who have opposed 
the good of man in its broadest sense, 
which is the good of God, have been over- 
whelmed. Where do we stand in this ever- 
lasting battle to improve and relieve man- 
kind? Unless we do our best God will cover 
us with disaster.”

The Rev. Dr. Madison C. Peters, who es- 
poused Dr. Rainsford’s attack, preached to 
a large audience also, which applauded his 
strictures. The banquets of Nero, Venus, 
Heliogabalus and other historic instances 
of extravagance and their results were 
cited, and he continued: 

“Tn all seriousness I ask, ‘Are we not fall- 
ing back into the reckless and sensual prod- 
‘wality of heathen'sm, while thousands of 
our ec'tigens are clothed in rags, shivering in 
the cold crying for food?’ 

‘This makes the multitude restless, quer- 
ulous against society, against their ‘more 
fortunate neighbors and against God. That 
aman can do as he pleases with his money 
is the eternal falsehood which mothers all 
our woes. Our men and women can solve 
our social problems by the right use of 
wealth, but wasteful, luxuriant extrava- 
ance uniformly corrupts good manners and 
lowers public morals.’

NDPW YORK, Jan. 25.—A special to: the 
Herald from Cambridge says: Harvard's 
athletes just now are devoting more at- 
tention to the Harvard-Yale question than 
to actual practice in their respective 
branches of sport.

She was 
educated in one of the feshionable semin- 
aries at Jacksonville, IL 

Mr. Sharpe’s occupation as a millwright 
took h'm to all parts of the country, and he 
has been with his daughter but little. He 
always supplied her with plenty of money, 
and her relatives were always glad to have 
her with them. 

Since she graduated last September she 
has been at Oskaloooa. Mr. Sharpe was in 
Nebraska a week ago when he received a 
telegram from Thomas Kelley. w.th whom 
La Verre was stovping, informing him that 
his daughter had disappeared. 

“T could scarcely comprehend the mean- 
‘ng of the messige,”’ said Sharpe to a Post- 
Dispate> reporter, “but I took the _ first 
train for Oskaloosa. I hastened to Mr. 
Kelley's, and a'l they could tell me was 
that the day before my child had gone out 
bv herself. When she did not return that 
night Mrs. Kelley went to La Verre’s rogm 
and found a note saying she had gone with 
‘Sam’ and that she would nor return, 

“Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Kelley could tel! 
me ‘Sam's’ last name. They had not seen 
him, but had made inquiries and learned 
that he was a teacher of oll painting who 
said he had a studio in St. Louis. e had 
been in Oskaloosa only a few days. He 
is about 28 years old. tall, wears a slight 
blonde mustache, a Filley hat and spec- 
tacles. He was well dressed and made but 
few acquaintances. He did no work while 
in Oskaloosa. I could not learn what hotel 
he stopped at. 

“T learned that a young man and woman 
had left for St. Joseph that n'ght La Verre 
disappeared. The station agent di1 not 
know La Verre,. but the description he gave 
of the girl fitted her. He also described vis 
‘Sam.’ When I got to St. Joseph I went to 
the leading hotel and learned that they had 
just left for St. Lou's. They registere] as 
Samuel Gross and wife and the man bought 
a ticket for St. Louis. I know they are 
here and I will stay on their track until I 
find them. 

“La Verre is so young and has lacked a 
mother’s care and guidance that I am pre- 
pared to forgivea her. But the seoundrel 
who versuaded her to leave will do well nox 
‘+o cross my path. 1 will shoot him like a 
dog if T see h'm, and feel justified in do- 
ing ‘t.”

LABOR FEDERATION. 


Objects Aimed At fe the Missouri Or- 
ganization Now Meeting at 
Jefferson City.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. %.—The 
State Federation of Labor convened in this 
city at 10 o'clock this morning.

‘ff a fellow servant bill, of course, and- we 
want a good one. I don’t know that the 
ederation will take any action on the fellow 
‘ervant question, however, as we have 80 
many other things before us,’’ 

Among the most important questions to 
considered are the bétter ventilation of 
netal pore ng rooms, the adoption of a 
reneral eight-hour law and a more stringent 
aw governing the sanitary conditions of 
vakerieS. Anothér matter to be discussed 
s that part of the Btate Auditing Commit- 
‘ee’s report which recommends the estab- 
ishment of a State pr.nting house in the 
enitentiary, the work to be done by con- 
victs. This report is most emphatically op- 
osed by the lahor people, and it is expected 
hat resolutions of censure will be adopted.

FUGITIVE THIEF MADE DESPEBR- 
ATE BY COLD AND HUNGER. 


FORCED TO GIVE HIMSELF UP. 


He Had Not Eaten for Three Days and 
Was Nearly Dead From 
Cold.

John Stewart, poorly clad and nearly dead 
from cold and hunger, entered the Central 
District Police Station at 11:3 o’clock Mon- 
day. He wanted to be locked up. He sa‘d 
he was wanted in Murphysboro, Il, for 
burglary. 

Stewart was so weak he could hardly 
talk. He said he had had nothing to eat 
for several days and had no place to sleep. 
He preferred going to the penitentiary to 
dodging the officers and dying from starva- 
tion and cold. 

Stewart said he had broken into the gen- 
eral store of Halliday Bros., at Muddy Val- 
ley, Ill., a few weeks ago, and had stolen | 
a lot of clothing. He brought his plunder 
to St. Lowis, suld it to second-hand dealers 
and had managed to eke out a miserable 
existence on the proceeds. 

He spent his last cent for food last Fri- 
day, and since then has loafed around the 
saloors as long as they would let him. 
Saturday night he nearly froze. He was 
driven from one ¥aloon to another. Ho 
would have applied to one of the police 
stations, but he feared arrest. 

Sunday night was worse. He crawled into 
a deserted house near the levee. Monday 
morning he was nearly dead. His feet were 
frost bitten and he could scarcely walk. He 
knew he could not stand it much longe- 
and hestitated between throwin himseif 
into the river and giving himaelt up. He 
decided on the latter. 

Stewart is about 23 years old. He gsa'd he 
was employed in the coal mines at Muddy 
Valley, IJl., but work was so slack there 
that a humber of men were discharged a 
month ago. He had no money and that was 
what prompted him to steal. He was never 
arrested before, he s2‘d 

Stewart was locked up and will be held fur 
the Illinois authorities.

AN INVESTIGATION

THEY FEARED A BOOMERANG. 


A Counter Investigation Was Threat- 
ened on Account of Alleged Com- 
missions on Vitrified Brick.

Near the close of 189% the Post-Dispatch 
told of a resolution which had been drawn 
up to be introduced in the City Council, 
asking that the Street Department be in- 


vestigated. 

It was never introduced. The reason is 
niow known. It became evident that if the 
Council investigated the Street Department, 
somebody else would investigate the Coun- 
ell. 

The Counct! has no use for investigations 
which work both ways. 

It was stated at the time that a number 
of men high in official and political circles 
would be involved if the investigation took 

lace. It was the-certainty that men high 
n official and political circles would be in- 
volved by a counter investigation that 
caused the resolution to be withheld. 

The resolution was sweeping and severe. 
It accused the Street Department of draw- 
ing specifications which oniy tne vitrified 
brick made by the St. Louis Pressed Brick 
Company could meet. Inferior brick fur- 
nished by this company, it was charged, 
Was accepted by the department's inspect- 
ors over the protests of contractors, and 
better brick than that made by the Nied- 
ringhauses was subjected to such rigid in- 
spection that it was invariably rejected. 

This was rough on the Street Depart- 
ment, but it now develops that the suffer- 
ings of Commissioner Milner and his men 
were to be entirely vicarious. 

It was the Niedringhauses at whom the 
resolution was aimed. It was not fired off, 
because the gentlemen who primed it sawa 
blunderbuss loaded with hotter shot pointed 
in their direction. 


People who take an interest in street 
aving will remember that a year ago both 

ouses of the Municipal Assembiy seemed 
to have gone daft over vitrified brick. It 
was the only paving material. They would 
not so much as consider anything else. Bills 
for paving with it went through the Assem- 
bly as though they were greased 

And they were, if the stories told are 
true. 

Suddenly the tide changed. Vitrified 
brick fell from favor. The bills calling for 
the materia! stuck, fast before they were 
fairly started on their way. The legislative 
chute was no longer greased. 

It was just prior to the 
when the brick ordinances were going 
through so amoothly. Then came the 
Speakership row. Mr. Diekman was un- 
seated and Mr. Keliy was elevated to his 
place. 

Diekman's friends were sore. Some of 
them went to President McMath of the 
Board of Public Improvements and _ told 
him witat they knew about vitrified brick 
ordinances. 

Mr. McMath was aroused. A few days 
later he met an officer of the Niedringhaus 
Company on the street. The Niedring- 
hauses were interested in vitrified brick 
ordinances. So were some other people. 
Mr. MeMath’s remarks were of a general 
character. 

Certain -brick manufacturers, he under- 
etood, had been promoting vitrified brick 
legislation by allowing a commission of 50 
cents per thousand brick. He really did 
not like to make it disagreeable for these 
gentlemen, but they would have to sto» 
that sort of thing or no more brick org. 
mances would be reported by the Board 
and something might drop harder than a 
thousand of vitrified brick. 

The Niedringhaus official looked pained. 
He said he would look into the matter and 
if he found that any of their rivals in busi- 
mess were doing such wicked things he 
would warn them to flee from the wrath to 
come. 

Soon after that the Municipal Assembly 
conceived a violent antipathy to vitrified 
brick. 

The explanation given is that there was an 
understanding that for every thousand of 
brick sold t6O contractors in consequence of 
the passage of the ordinances the Assembly 
Was to have 530 cents. How it was to be 
Some say the Council 
30 cents and others that the 
House was to-xet that amount. 

It seems certain that the other brick 
companies paid all the commissions that 
were paid. Before the time came for the 
Niedringhauses to do so, Mr. McMath had 
6ald his little piece, the Niedringhaus of- 
ficial had applied it to himself and the legis-

School Director Charles G. Penney is so 
grateful that his skull wasn’t broken by 
the blow he got on the head with a sand- 
bag that he doesn’t much mind the ugly 
wound which is now almost concealed by 
a six-inch strip of sticking plaster. 

It was last Friday night that he had the 
tussle with a sandbagger. He was closing 
his drug store at Twenty-first and Market 
streets. The blinds in the show windows 
had been pulled down, and Mr. Penney had 
taken the cash drawer behind the prescrip- 
tion desk and was just putting the contents 
in the safe when he heard the front door 
opened. 

Mr. Penney peeped out through the glass 
screen of the prescription desk and saw a 
tall, well built stranger standing in front 
of the cigar case. The stranger bought a 
cigar and then asked for some perfumery. 

The perfumery is kept in a case on the 
other side of the store, and just as Mr. 
Penney was passing between the counters 
his customer sprang toward him. He pulled 
a sandbag from beneath his coat, raised 
his arm and then brought it down on the 
School Director's head.

GALLED TO BOOK 


LEGAL INQUISITION INTO THE 
LAST BOARD’S ACTS. 


SINGLE TAXERS TAKE A HAND. 


Court of Appeals Asked to Pass Upon 
the Legality of the Custom 
of Undervaluing. 


The farcical and discriminating assess- 
ment of St. Louis real estate will receive 
judicial scrutiny. 

Through an application for a writ of cer- 
tiorari filed Monday in the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals, the last Board of Assessors and 
Board of Equalization may be forced to 
certify their proceedings to the court for 
review. 


The action is taken on motion of John J. 
McCann, an attorney, He appears in his 


capacity as a producer of city, State and 
school taxes. 

Mr. McCann admits frankly that his object 
is to get a proper case before the courts and 
the public just to get relief from existing 
evils and ultimately to get assessments on a 
single tax basis. He thinks that he is justi- 
fied in this by local circumstances, as the 
St. Louls real estate assessment is almost 
wholly confined to land values and affects 
ve improvements only in a slight de- 

ee, 

In arguing his motion Mr. McCann will 
have the volunteered assistance of a num- 
ber of attorneys, who share with him Hen- 
ry George’s contention that land should 
bear all the burden of taxation. 

The defendants to the writ are President 
A. H. Fredericks of the Board of Assessors: 
District Assessors Oscar F. Doering, Chas. 
Reinhart, Frederick Von Phul, Henry E. 
Hart, Martin T. Brennan, John P. Owen, 
Chris D. Brokate, Michael Cook and J. E. 
Prendergast and Richard D. Lancaster, 
John J, O’Brien, James O. Broadhead and 
Frederick E. Telle, a Board of Equaliza- 
tion. The State Board of Equalization, con- 
sisting of Gov. Wm. J. Stone, Auditor Jas. 
M. Seibert, Treasurer Lon V. Stephens, 
Secretary of State Alex Lesueur and Atty.- 
Gen. Walker, are also made parties to the 
suit. The action is based on the assess- 
ment of 1895. 

The relator sets forth that neither the 
President nor District Assessors here had 
indorsed upon their certificates of election 
or appointment, as required by law, the 
oath that he will faithfully or impartially 
discharge the duties of his office and as- 
sess all property to be assessed by them at 
its full cash value. 

The omission of this oath seems signif- 
icant, as, though the law calls for a full 
assessment, it is generally understood that 
the assessed figures are away below that 
valuation, 

Another shortcoming of the assessors Is 
that they failed to secure from owners of 
taxable real estate sworn statements of 
their holdings, with their valuations. 

They also failed to keep a record of sales 
and transfers by which they might arrive 
ao true cash value of assessable prop- 
erty, 

Mr. McCann then charges directly that, in 
violation of the consti ution and laws, char- 
ter and ordinances, the assessors have ne- 
glected and refused to assees the owners of 
taxable property at the true value of ther 
holdings. 

He ciles sixty flagrant instances w:thin 
the districts bounded on the south by Mar- 
ket street, north by Franklin avenue. west 
by Twelfth street and east by Fourth street, 
a portion comprising less than one one hun- 
dred and twenty-fifth of the total area of 
the city. 

Some of these examples of false assess- 
ment are Interesting. For instance: 

Lot in city block 192, fronting 84 6-12 feet 
on South side of Olive street, by a depth of 
86 feat, running south, bounded east by line 
50 6-12 feet west of Elghth street, assessed 
at $213,650. Sold various times between July, 
1895, and July, 1896, for $300,000, $450,000 and 
$550, 000. 

A lot on the southwest corner of Tenth 
street and Lucas avenue, assessed at $20,880, 
sold for $65,000. 

A lot on Ninth street, a few feet south of 
i te avenue, asses6ed at $7,180, sold for 
20,000. 

A lot on the southeast corner of Sev- 
enth and Pine streets, assessed at $96,355, 
sold for $170,000. 

A lot at the northeast corner of Seventh 
and Pine streets, assessed at $38,950, sold 
for $125,000. 

A lot on Fourth street, between Wash- 
ington avenue and St. Charles street, as- 
sessed at $161.250, sold for $300,000. 

The proportion of assessed to real value 
in all of these instances varies from one- 
third to one-half. Mr. McCann states that 
the universality and unconscienableness of 
under assessment in St. Louis and the 
State of Missouri have been matters of 
common public notoriety. The situation is 
commented on in the United States census 
reports and in the report of the State Bu- 
reau of Labor statistics. 

The latter document shows that in the 
business district of St. Louls the excess of 
real over assessed value on thirty-six large 
buildings is $9,859,199. 

Mr. McCann then called attention to the 
flagrantly inadequate assessment of street 
railway corporations. The board placed the 
total valuation of these corporation hold- 
ings at $4,246,199, while on the admission of 
the owners the value of the properties is not 
under $87,987,000. Hven this is but two-thirds 
of the real valuation. 

The aggregate assessment of St. Louis 
real estate was placed by the board at $291,- 
020. Mr. McCann asserts that it should 
have been $500,009,000. The loss in taxation 
incident to this discrepancy is $500,000 to the 
State, $2,800,000 to the city and $800,000 to the 
School Board. 

As no appeal is allowed by law from the 
proceedings of the assessors, the relator 
prays the court to issue a writ of certiorari 
directed to respondents in their official ca- 
pacity, requiring them to certify to the 
court a true and complete copy of all their 
acts and proceedings by Feb. 1, 1896, that 
the court may adjudicate on them, 

In a memoranda filed with the tition, 
Mr. MeCann shows by numerous Supreme 
Court decistons where the acts of Boards 
of Assessors have been set aside because 
of illegality. |

ST. LOUIS DEMOCRATS GOING IN 
FOR REORGANIZATION, 


THE PRECINCT PLAN POPULAR 


—_-_ —- = rer 


Even Those Members of the Party Who 
Disapprove Are Willing to 
Acquiesce. 


Now that the State Democratic Committee 
has adopted a precinct plan of reorganiza- 
tion for the Democracy of St. Louis, the 
party leaders and ward bosses, with few 
exceptions, are disposed to bury their ob- 
jections and prepare for a winning fight 
in the spring campaign. It is generally be- 
lieved that the precinct plan will revivify 
the party, because it will allow the people 
to have a voice in party management by 
direct vote at the primaries. Anyhow, the 
leaders show a disposition to “buckle on the 
armor,’’ as a precinct politician would say, 
and enter the fight in the spring with more 
confidence than’if the old City Committee 
alone had been™Meft in control. 

Chairman San’ B, Cook, W. R. Painter, 
Tom B. Love, Thomas E. Barrett and T. J. 
Ward, as a sub-committee of the State Com- 
mittee, had a difficult problem to solve in 
adopting a precinct plan that would meet 
with general approval. Prominent Demo- 
crats appeared before the sub-committee 
and suggested dozens of precinct plans, It 
was plain that the vast majority of the 
rank and file even demanded a reorganiza- 
tion on a precinct plan. They did not hesi- 
tate to call a spade a spade when denounc- 
ing the old City Committee for its incom- 
petency and inefficiency, and declared that 
no improvement in the conditions could 
be expeated under the old system. The 
reigning powers in the old City Committee 
saw the signs, and gracefully submitted to 
the inevitable. 


Tom Barrett carries away the honors in 
the aoption of the new reorganization plan. 
The State Committeemen adopted Mr. Bar- 
rett’s plan with the minor exception that in- 
stead of seven members-at-large nine such 
members of the City Committee will here- 
after be elected by the city nominating con- 
vention. 

Mr. Barrett in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch man three weeks ago, proposed 
a plan whereby the people would elect one 
precinct committeeman in each precinct, the 
precinct committeemen of a ward to select 
two ward members of the central body, and 
the city nominating convention to elect 
seven members-at-large of the central body. 
Mr. Barrett advocated such a plan three or 
four years ago, however. 

The nine members-at-large selected by 
Chairman Cook and his committee are rep- 
resentative Democrats of high stamding, and 
their names at the head of the City Execu- 
tive Committee will, it is said, inspire the 
rank and file of the party to renew the 
enthusiasm known in the days when St. 
Louis always went Democratic. 

The newly-constituted City Executive 
Committee of sixty-five will meet at the 
Planters’ Hotel at 10 a. m. next Friday to 
organize by electing a Chairman, Secretary 
and Treasurer. Much speculation as to the 
Chairman is being indulged in by the poli- 
ticlans. It is the general belief that one 
of the nine members-at-large will be se- 
lected for this place. Col. M. C. Wetmore is 
talked of, and some of the old City Com- 
mitteemen favor Col. Ed Devoy. 

It is remarked, however, that there is 
plenty of available material for Chairman, 
not only among the gilt-edged nine, but 
among the new ward members appointed 
by Chairman Cook’s committee. 

Only a few of the rank and file are now 
offering objections to the retention of the 
old City Committee as a part of the man- 
agement for the spring campaign. Their ob- 
jections are met with the argument that the 
thirty-seven ney. committeemen will con- 
trol the newly-forstituted City Committee, 
and that the thirty-seven will even have 
the support of eight or ten old committee- 
men in the event of a division. 

Another important question is in regard 
to the authority assumed by the State 
Committee in settling the difficulties here, 
Some claim that the State Committee es- 
tablished the precedent that it_has the 
power to step in and disband the City Com. 
mittee. However, no such precedent has 
been established, and perhaps the _ best 

roof of this assertion is that the old City 

mmittee was retained as @ part of the 
enlarged City Committee. 

It has leaked out that an Interesting dis- 
cussion as to the powers of the State Com- 
mittee took place in the executive session 
of Chairman Cook’s sub-committee and the 
sub-committee of the old City Committee 
A. C. Maroney, Chairman; Fe.

Being an attorney, he presented a legal 
argument to prove that the State Commit- 
tee had no er or right to come here and 
attempt to disband a City Committee which 
= been regularly selected according to 
aw. 

He said further that the O’Neil-O’ Malley 
case was not a parallel one to the conditions 
ghere, and therefore the Supreme Court de- 
cision in that case could not apply. Mr. 
Maroney even made the emphatic statement 
that the City Committee denied the right 
of the State Committee to disband the City 
Committee, He argued that the old National 
Democratic Committee looked upon the ac- 
tion of the Pertle Springs Convention in 
enlarging the Missour! State Democratic 
Committee as pure heresy, but that the Na- 
tional Committee did not assume the right 
to step in and disband the State Commit- 


tee. 

“If the State Committee has the right to 
come here and disband this City Committee, 
why would the National Committee not have 
the superior right to disband the State Com- 
mittee?’* said Mr. Maroney. 

However, Mr. Maroney told Chairman 
Cook’s committee that the old City Commit- 
tee had agreed to lay all the local difficulties 
before the State Committee and the latter 
could act as an arbitrator in the settle- 
ment. Whatever plan the State Committee 
adopted the City Committee would indorse 
“provided it is fair and reasonable to all 
parties concerned.” 

This phrase, it is generally believed, was 
a diplomatic hint that the City Committee 
would refuse to abdicate if the State Com- 
mittee proposed any plan which deposed it. 
The City Committee, however, was long- 
ing for peace and harmony, and, the fact 
is, it gave Chairman Cook to understand 
that it would agree to any plan which did 
not depose the old committeemen and there- 
by cast odium upon them, There are sev- 
eral efficient workers among the old City 
Committeemen, and they argued that it 
would -be unjust to depose them on ac- 
count of the shortcomings of a few. 

After all, as the old City Committee is 
retained and simply enlarged by the State 
Committee, it is generally conceded that the 
State Committee has not established a 
precedent that it has the right to disband @ 
regular City Committee. 


The Investigating Committee which 
looked ‘into the affairs of the City Com- 
mittee is still the subject of gossip. It is 
noticed that only one of its members was 
selected to serve on the enlarged city com- 
mittee, and he ts Charles D. McClure. Mr. 
McClure receives the honor of being ap- 
pointed a member at large. 

‘Attorney Frank K. Ryan, who wrote the 
majority report of the Investigating Com- 
mittee, not only saw his report thrown 


even appointed as a ward member of the 


new city committee. 

Attorney John A. Blevins, who wrote the 
minority report, which set forth the evli- 
dence in regard to Chairman Hugh J. Brady, 
of the City Committee, has the satisfaction 
of seeing Brady resign, and also of seeing 
many features of his report adopted in the 
precinct plan of reorganization.
